NOTE: applicant's new claims 54 and 55 require the new limitation of an epoxy-activated support that is not cross-linked 
and is agarose, which would require fruther consideration and search. 



Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: for the reasons stated in the previous office action 
dated 15 October 2008. 

Regarding claim 3 (the subject matter of which were added to amended claim 1 in the after final amendment which has not been entered) 
appliant argues that none of Grahnen, Spring or Degen disclose an apparatus to which the ligand is used to bind to albumin because 
Grahnen disclose the use of a crosslinked Sepharose support to bind a ligand which has has a clear distinction from non-crosslinked 
Sepharose. In the affadavit filed 15 December 2008, applicant argues that after crosslinking, Sepharose gel is desulfated by alkaline 
hydrolysis which results in a low content of ionizable groups and has a higher chemical stability. Applicant argues that this teaching leads 
away from the claimed invention and one would not have been motivated to modify Grahnen et al. to avoid using crosslinking. Applicant's 
arguments are not persuasive because the bromosulfophthalein is capable of binding to albumin regardless of what type of support the 
bromosulfophthalein ligand is bound to. Applicant's showing of the property changes of a crosslinked and non-crosslinked Sepharose 
support do not indicate that the binding properties of bromosulfophthalein are changed when immobilized to the two different types of 
supports. Applicant's argument is also not persuasive because the rejection is not based on replacing the crosslinked support of Grahnen 
with a noncrosslinked Sepharose support. 

Applicant's arguments regarding new claims 54 and 55 are directed to new limitations which have not been considered or entered. 
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
